the first, time hog prices are to beer 
a direct ratio to the cost of corn on 
which that hog crop bus been grown 
and fattened 
But the market Is one 
thing and getting the hogs ready to 
sell Is another. 
So far as is now 
•cnown feed is the nsdy an bsf tim ce cap 
able of changing a pig Into a finished 
butcher hog. 
The securing of suitable 
hog feeds is rapidly becoming a diffi­ 
cult problem in many part ; of Min­ 
nesota. 
Ruch feeds are convening ly 
considered in three groups, \l7„, 
I, 
Pastures; 2, Farm feeds, and It, Com­ 
mercial feeds. 
Fortunately hog pastures are 
as 
cheap and as plentiful as in former 
years. 
At present grain prices their 
intelligent use m e a n s a net saving of 
two to four cents on each pound of 
pork produced. 
The first care then 
la to provide am ple pasture. 
But how­ 
ever excellent th e 
forage, 
concen­ 
trates must be used with it lf the pigs 
are to yield satisfactory returns. 
The 
puzzle Is to supply the concentrate* 
These will be either farm grown feeds 
or commercial feedstuffs (byproducts.) 
New Feed Products Perplexing Prob­ 
lem. 
Tt Is a perplexing proposition that 
confronts the 
hog 
farmer. 
Wheat 
feeds, hts reliance for years, are prac­ 
tically off the market. 
He can p ur­ 
chase only bv products from the mill­ 
ing of com, barley and rye. The avail­ 
able materials are new to him and 
worst of all th ere is lu te or no stand­ 
ardization of product. 
A purchase to­ 
day may be very different from the 
same feed bought a week ago. 
Torn 
feed meal or hominy feed, barley feed 
barley screenings and rye 
middling? 
are 
available. 
Of 
these, high grade 
hominy feed is most satisfactory for 
hogs. 
This quality sells around $50,t><» 
per ton at th e mills and 
costs 
the 
farmer around $60.00, 
In most cares 
sound corn at $1.75 per bushel is a 
better value than bombay at $60.00 per 
ton. 
Practically all barley feed con­ 
tains the ground barley 
hulls and 
runs very high In fibre, as much as 
fifteen to eighteen 
per 
cent. 
Tills 
bulkiness combined with the fact that 
hogs relish 
barley much 
less than 
com eliminates barley 
feed 
except 
possibly a certain proportion mixed 
with corn or hominy feed. 
Rye mid­ 
dlings have a 
feeding value
